Victim for 3 Years 
Asks $100,000. 


Three years of misery, three years 
of paying quack doctors who Hed to 
him and robbed him, three years of 
taking endless doses of spoojoo for a 
disease he never had—these three 
years are described in the Circult 
court records of a $100,000 dam- 
age suit brought by John Bencal, &@ 
pattern maker, living at 548 West Cul- 
lerton street, 

At the end of the three years Bencal 
first tried to drown himself in the 
drainage canal; then he bought a stilet- 
to and went to the office of Old Doc 
Whitney, one who had betrayed him, 
and he stabbed the quack in the neck. 
He went to jail for five months until 
a jury heard his story, heard the tes- 
timony of reputable physicians who 
said Bencal never was ill, and acquit- 
ted him after five minutes’ delibera- 
tion. 


Tragedy of Quackery. 

It is all in the sworn records of the 
court. Medical authorities say Ben- 
cal's story is one of the most remark 
able ever charged against the disrept- 
table army of quacks—and a most piti- 
ful one.

man, nearly mad, he had taken 134 
such treatments and he had paid the 
quacks in cash $1,600, according to the 
sworn declaration in the sult.

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Praise Platoon Idea 
After Test Given in 
Three City Schools 


Platoon or “program” schools, if 
adopted by the board of education, 
would prove to be a signal success in 
Chicago, if the results of the local ex- 
periments can be accepted as a cri- 
terion. 

That is the conclusion drawn by ad- 
vocates of the system from reports 
written by principals of three schools 
where the plan has been tried for a 
year or more. The reports appear in 
the current issue of the Chicago School 
Journal, 

-@~— 


The reports are made by Harriette 
T. Treadwell of the Scanlan school, 
William T. Johnson of the Webster 
school, and Jacob H. Hauch of the 
Lioyd school. The plan also has been 
recently introduced in part in the 
Kosciuszko, Ryerson, and Von Hum- 
boldt schools. 

Although the articles deal with par- 
ticular phdses of the work, the general 
trend of each one indicates that bene- 
fits of the plan, as a whole, outweigh 
its faults. The arguments are similar 
to those in a recommendation of the 
system made to Supt. William McAn- 
drew by an investigating committee of 
assistant superintendents last fall. 

The primary aim of the platoon or- 
ganization, which is known variously 
as the “program,” “rotary,” and 
“ work-study-play” plan, is full time 
utilization of the entire school build- 
ing, including the auditorium and 
gymnasium. Where it is in full op- 
eration an instructor teaches only one 
subject and pupils pass from room to 
room as in high schools and colleges.

It is argued that this arrangement 
means an énriched curriculum, better 
teaching, a saving in cost, and, above 
all from the Chicago viewpoint, a relief 
of congestion and reduction of the 
seating shortage.
